May Report So F ar Shows M aterial 
Decline.

14.—G overnm ent 
revenues from custom s receipts are 
beginning to show a m aterial decline 
for May, although heavy im po rtation s 
usually a re characteristic of the spring 
months. 
C ustom s receipts for the first tw elve 
days of May am ounted to $7,428,278, as 
com pared with $10,768,975 for the c o r­ 
responding i>eriod of 1912, or a d e ­ 
crease of $3,140,697 in tw elve days 
Total receipts from custom s to d ate 
for the c u rre n t fiscal year is $12,250, 
000 g reater than for the preceding 
year because of heavy receipts during 
the earlier m onths.

Congressm an Fitzgerald had very lit­ 
tle to do In the tariff debate, but occa­ 
sionally he flung In a few w ords so 
tha t fu tu re read ers of the Congression­ 
al Record will know that Ik* was there.

L eader Underwood would not assert 
tha t the reduction in the tariff w as go­ 
ing to greatly reduce food products.

est is the neat and sanitary arrange­ 
ment of this 
huge 
dining 
room 
where everything is laid out with an 
eye to beauty and convenience. Each 
day the tables are newly decorated 
with fresh cut flowers and their fra­ 
grance can always be observed when 
entering the room. 
To look after 
the needs of the patrons there are 
seventy-flve waitresses, five captains 
and two head waitresses, who are 
assisted by twenty bus-boys. 
These 
waitresses are arranged in three dif­ 
ferent sets. 
One set comes in at 
eight-thirty in the 
morning 
and 
works the entire day until five-thir­ 
ty at night. 
The second set comes In 
about ten o’clock and gets through 
at four, then at eleven o’clock the 
last set arrives to help through the 
rush portion of the day and leaves at 
three o'clock in the afternoon. Many 
of these who work short hours hhvo 
positions elsewhere. 
"Jn the main dining-room there is 
an average of between twelve and 
fifteen hundred people fed each day 
and in the lunch room in the base­ 
ment between two 
thousand 
and 
twenty-five hundred. 
"Many people have formed 
the 
idea that this restaurant is only a 
mid-day affair, but it is not. 
When 
the doors open at eight-thirty pat­ 
rons are served breakfast in the din­ 
ing room, which continues up to elev­ 
en o’clock. 
Between 
eleven 
and 
three are the luncheon hours, and 
from three to five-thirty, afternoon 
tea. 
"Every day during the afternoon 
tea session music is furnished and on 
Tuesdays and Fridays special vocal­ 
ists are obtained to furnish enter­ 
tainment. 
It may be interesting to 
the uninitiated to know 
that 
the 
seats for the afternoon tea are sold 
in advance just the same as in a the­ 
ater and for fifty cents one can en­ 
joy a fine 
musical 
entertaiumeiit 
with all the enjoyment of eating in­ 
cluded. 
"The "no-tipping" system is an­ 
o n cr very noticeable point in this 
establishment. 
When this restaur- 


< i i 1 was first started the leads of the 
firm decided that they would estab­ 
lish a "no tipping’’ system as an ex- 
periirfnt and see if it could not be 
worked ont to advantage to the pub­ 
lic as well as to themse'ves, and al­ 
though they are obliged to pay the 
waitresses double the salary obtain­ 
ed elsewhere they find they are able 
to please the public much better and 
also secure the services of a nigher 
class of waitresses. 
The nice salar­ 
ies paid them make them like their 
positions better than if they were 
paid half the amount and depended 
upon the rest for tips. 
"Each day a special dish is made 
up and is taken through the dining­ 
room on a huge rolling table oper­ 
ated by one of the bus-boys. 
This 
table is made on top in the shape of 
a huge service dish, underneath of 
which is an alcohol lamp to keep the 
food as warm as desired. 
A boy 
rolls this table through the dining­ 
room and anyone wishing a portion 
of the specialty for the day is served 
from this huge table and then the 
boy goes on to the next one who may 
desire it. 
This is a very unique ar­ 
ra n g e m e n t^ !^ attracts a great deal 
of favorable comment. 
A custom which has been origin­ 
ated by Mrs. Warner and which is 
being carried out very successfully 
is the observing of holidays in some 
special manner. 
This was tried out 
as an experiment on the day before 
last Thanksgiving, when a special 
Thanksgiving menu was arranged. 
Special music for the occasion, con­ 
sisting of old selections and home 
songs were played, which made a de­ 
cided hit. 
Since the first trial this 
has been carried out at each holiday 
and each succeeding one seems to be 
more successful than the other. Mrs. 
Warner prepared an interesting pro­ 
gram for Children’s Week April 6 to 
13 when she had special music for] 
the children and a story teller and 
an especially prepared menu.
